Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreemen t wa s reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative discussed a brief background of lithium 
batteries including problems associated with the formation of dendrites due to the precipitation of Li thereon and its 
shortcircuiting effect. In that, it was proposed to further amend the instant claims so as to positively recite that the 
negative electrode will have two distinct portions: the first portion being able to occlude and release Li and the second 
portion being able to precipitate Li thereon in a non-overcharge battery condition (state). In this regard, it was 
requested to provide a comprehensive explanation of what the overcharge condition does stand for as well as how the 
proposed claim language will differentiate from the prior art. It is noted that applicants pointed out that the prior art of 
record teaches away because it discloses to avoid precipitation of Li on the negative electrode. However, further 
elaboration of the following issues is necessary: a) the definition of overcharge state, b) the capacity of the negative 
electrode; c) the effect of the electrode porosity.d) the addition of small amount of carbon, as well as e) the Li 
precipitation characteristic of the proposed claimed invention. Applicant was also advised that the proposed 
amendment appears to modify the scope of the claims, and therefore, it brings new issues requiring additional search 
and/or consideration. . 
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
